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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented by an applicant are not 
persuasive. Regarding independent claims 14, 22, 30, the applicant argued the cited prior art does not teach at least one host computer 
connected to at least one printer directly without having to implement via a print server. However, the limitations as recited do not specify 
such communication between host computer and printer are implemented without having to use the print server. In response, the "print 
server" as taught by Ishii itself a host computer (as interpreted by the examiner) connected to plurality of printers. The print server 
generates a requested signal to a plurality of printers to determine which printers having the lowest standby time (that is, printers that are 
not currently performing any printing operations) and such information are then transmitted back to the print server via a communication 
network. . 
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
